That, unlikeContinental nations, the Eng- 
lish, as a people for hundreds of years 
accustomed to constitutional workiug, and 
having a Government at all times amenable 
to popular control, were not prone to 
sudden revolutionary outbreaks, but pre- 
ferred the safer if slower method of 
moving through regularly appointed chan- 
nels when it became advisable to remove 
abuses, used to be looked upon as one of the 
fundamental doctrines of national belief. 
| So it continued till Mr. GLapstonz, ousted 
in turn from Oxford and Greenwich. cate 
on the country as a wounded wild beast, 
who in his private rage at what he thought

—first of English statesmen—made his 

appeal to mob rule. GLapstTone, the most

Without sufficient knowledge of men or 
things to control a parish vestry, members

century England, is a truth too deep 
for him to grasp, and the favourite ex- 
pression of the ministers when addressing 
country constituences is that those wretched 
Lords in throwing out bills sent up from a 
non-representative Commons have been 
contravening the cxpressed will of the 
country; and that should they persist in 
going counter the will of the speaker 

’ some means must be found for extinguishing 
them. Now in this revolutionary declaration 
two untenable premises are put forward as 
the ground of the argument ; the first is, of 
course, that the present House ot Commons 
got together aa a protest against what a 
large eection of the Unionist Party saw was 

a gross blunder, iu any other respect repre- 
sents the opin on of the country. But ove 
qessoe was before the country, and on that 

e@ voice of the country was decidedly 
against the measure of the Government.

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Had the present Government got rid of it 
by honest or honourable methods they would.

On no other point did any expression 
of opinion come from the country ;—except 
—but here only to a limited extent—on the 
subject of Tariff revision, on which th 
country had not then made up its mind 
The second untenable premise is that th 
ministers in their private capacity are an 
better able to gauge the general opinion of 
the country than the Lords. As a fact the 
natural présumption would be that these 
people, having only the limited experience 
gained from sounding their own consti 
tuencies; and being from the necessities of 
the case forced only to bring before them an 
extremely limited purview of facts, are of 
all others least qualified to judge on such 
matter. This is no new discovery, but js 
common to all ministries, Mr. Courcaiuh, 
who for instance thought he represeuted the 
mercantile interest in his former Mai- 
chester constitutency, was taught by the 
inexorable logic of a contested election that 
on this subject at least he had wrongly 
gauged the.opinions of a strictly mercantile 
constituency. Has he any stronger ground 
for the belief that in going down stumping 
to the constituencies bis private desire to 
get rid of the matured opinion of the Lords, 
he is any the more expressing the views of 
the country at large? 

Aaa fact, the Lords, dwelling, as most | f 
them do, among the people at large, and 
having at ordinary times, at least. no 
particular axe to grind, are in a much better 
position to gauge from day to day the pass. 
ing moods of public opinion than the 
minister who can never fora moment free 
himself from the meshes of official and parry 
organisations; and who, even when best 
disposed, has his eyes and ears closed 
to the wider distinctions of public eenti- 
mett.

FREE TRADE BETWEEN 
AMERICA |AND THE 
PHILIPPINES,

(Daily Press, March 22nd.) 

No community of American citizens hailed 
the victory of Mr. Tarr in the Presidential 
contest with greater delight than did the 
American merchants established in business 
in the Philippine Islands, for the fact that 
Mr. Tarr wags the firat Civil Governor- 
General of the islands after they passed 
under the control of the United States, and 
to a large extent laid down the policy of the 
futura government of the islands, gave him 
claims to support in the ayes of all interested 
in the Philippines which his rival lacked. 
Moreover, since relinquishing the Governor- 
Generalship of the Islands, Mr. Tarr has- 
nuturally continued to watch with a keen _ 
paternal interest the development of the 
great work he initiated, and has showna 
constant solicitude forthe steady progress 
and welfare of the Islands. ‘What made his 
candidature for the presidency particularly 
agreeable to the American business com- 
munity in the Philippines was Mr. Tart’s. 
known sympathy with the movement for 
the establishment of reciprocal Free Trade 
between the United Stites and the Philip- 
pines, and one of bis earliest acts as President 
las been the fulfilment of his promise to “ do 
something” for the Philippines in this direc- 
tion. It mav be remembered by many 
readers that a feature of the Fourth of July 
celebrations in the Philippine Islands last 
year were the demon ations organised in 
the principal cities with the object of 
endorsing @ petition in favour of reciprocal 
Free Trade between the Islands and the 
United States, Full use was made of this 
petition during the Presidential campaign, 
and the question has since heen kept rather 
prominently before the public by the news- 
papers. A cartoon which} recently came 


separating the Philippines from the United 
States, and ou the wall was! inscribed in big 
letters the words: “Philippine Imports 
1908—F rom the U.S. a cent; from other 
countries 84 per cent.

NEW LIGHT ON PARTHIAN 
HISTORY. 


(Daily Press, March 23rd.) 

That there are many cases where chance. 
and incidental references to dealings with 
foreign states, have enabled the Chinese 
historical works to be made use of for 
correcting the sranty, and often looze 
accounts of the classical writera, has long 
been known; and Sranrstas Juxran has 
made considerable use of these records, ‘i he 
Chinese books have also served in many 
instances to throw light on the extremel\ 
wild statements of the Indian authors who 
have treated on the history of Buddhism : 
and it is, indeed, largely throngh the light 
thrown on them by Chinese writers that an 
approximation has been made towards a 
chronography of the early ages of Buddhism, 
Indeed of chronology, until they came into 
contact with the Chinese, the Indians had 
not the faintest conception ; so that in a faw 
years the most important occurrences had 
invariably become encrusted with such a 
fri- ge of myth that frequently the most ex- 
perienced reviser has to cive up in despair 
the task of evolving a single historical fact 
out of the overpowerin? maas of rubbish, 
Owing, however, fo the ignorance and self- 
sufficiency of the French translators of the 
eighteenth century of whom Dzs Guranes 
was a typical example, the most erronous 
conclusions were arrived at, so that instead 
of being helped, the historian has ever since 
been weighted with a whimsical assortment 
of mis-statements, and the history of Central 
Asia has, in consequence become more con- 
torted and entangled than ever. Of all the 


hindrances to Chinese studies thit have 


ever appeared the influence-of two men 
stand out pre-eminent, Des Guiawes and 
the late Sir THomas Ware; both being 
men who to a supreme ignorance of the 
groundwork of the Chinese language adde: 
@ most overweening idea of their own 


ry 
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particular attainments. Both, moreover, 
were ignorant of the simplest facta in 
history, and neither possessed the slightest 
sparkle of critical intelligence. Both, mpre- 
over, were, owing to the superlative ignor- 
ance of those with whom they were thrown 
in contact, elevated into the sre heb 
of teachers, a povition that neither their 
attainments fitted them to oceupy, 

These thoughts were forced on the notice 
of the writer & shurt time-ago on taking! up 
a Chinese work entitled Biographies of 
Distinguished Buddhisacherst Te (Kao sang 
chwen ch'o tsih). The work is modern but 
“as been carefully compiled from original 
sources, Oni the Buddhists of thelold 
Southern S-hool of tie Hinavana, who came 
inresponseto the Emperor MrnaT1's request 
after his famous dream, and who have left 
no mark on modern Buddhiam, the Religion 
was really introduced by the Apostle whom 
the older accounts style ANn-aH1-Kao, wliich 
we may render as Kao, The Pacificator of 
the Age, The more modern work, while 
mentioning the older title, calls him 
Ant'sina T’sE-sa1t-Kao, which we may per- 
haps render as a transliteration of the 
Sanscrit, VARDHADHRISHA Kao, The-over- 
increasing.in-zeal Kao.

To discuss such a motion would have been 
sheer’ waste of time, and apprrently in 
deference to some such view taken by the 
Speaker, the supporters of the amendment 
“acquiesced in a suggestion to defer this 
discussion to a more suitable occasion, 
such ag is afforded in the debate on the 
Estimates for the Navy. Poseibly they 
havea had their little say, but their 
protest has carried no weight. If 
the amendment they formulated were 
meant: to be a mere academic expression of 
regret that an increase bad hecome necess- 
ary, it would receive unanimous assent, 
‘but. there will be little sympathy in the 
House or the country at large with the 
condemnation of the increase which the 
motion implies, Its ineptitute lies in the 
fact that. it ignores the rapid naval expan- 
sion of the other Powers. So long as the 
other Powers continue increasing their 
armaments, it would be criminal folly on 
the part of the British Government to place 
the great and wide-spread interests of the 
country in jeopardy by a policy of inaction. 
However friendly her relations may be 
with. Foreign Powers at the present time, 
the fact cannot be ignored that Great 
Britain owes her commanding position in 
the world to the recognised power of her 
Navy-to defend the interests of the a untry, 
and it is not difficult to perceive tha! a 
similar line of thought dictates the naval 
policies of other progressive Powers.

THE ANGLO-SIAMESE TREATY,

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Briish residents in Siam, and there is 
naturally considerable irritation, but there 
are no indications at present of an organised 
protest. What the total British population 
is in Siam we have no statistics available 
to show, but in the five Consular districts of 
Bangkok, Chantabun, Saiburi and Puket, 
Chiengmai, and Nakawn Lampang, the total 
number of British subjects is nearly six 
thousand. Of these less than three hundred 
are whites. The rest are made up of 
Indianz, Chinese, Malays, Ciugalese, 
Burmese, Shans, Eurasians and Tongsus. 
There are nbout 200 French citizens in 
Siam, but France has something like twenty 
thousand Asiatic subjects and protégés in 


the Kingdom. Germany has about the. 


same number of white subjects as France, 
and America ranks next. Presumably the 
Siamese Government is negotiating with all 
the other Powers for the surrender of 
I extra-territoriality, and naturally starts first 
with: the Power whose influence in the 
country is greatest, though a beginning 
may be said to have. been made ten 
years ago, for in the Treaty with 
Japan, negotiated in 1898, it was arranged 
that the jurisdiction of Japanese Consula 
officers over Jzepanes subjects in Siam 
should cease when thea Codes are completed. 
In Siam, as was the case in Japan, the 
surrender of extra-territurislity is viewed 
with great misgiving by the great majority 
of British subjects, who cont-nd ‘hat the 
present state of the nation's progre-s does 
not justify the step. The only word which 
the British Chargé d’Affaires has yet 
permitted himself to say on the subject is to 
the effect that “a moment's consideration of 
the exceeding liberality of Siam in. certain 
directions should suggest that British 
subjects would find their fears were 
groundless.” We may fairly assume that 
the British Government which, it is well 
known, hus had the suljject under ¢ msider. 
ation for a very long time, is well assured 
that the interests of its subjects in Siam are 
not likely to suffer by coming under Siameve 
jurisdiction, with such safeguards as the 
eaty provides ; and unless the community 
is able to show conclusively that this con- 
fidence in the Siamese’ Government is 
woefully misjudged, the outcry against the 
surrender of extra-tetritoriality is not likely 
to carry much weight with the Home 
Government. It must be recognised that no 
Western community in an Asiatic country 
would compl: cently submit to deprivation of 
| the extra-territorial rights and privileges 
which it has longenjoyed and it is natural 
that such. a change should be viewed with 
great misgiving. Many or our readers can 
recall the lugubrious predictions of foreign 
resivents in Japan when the Powers surren- 
dered their extra-territorial jurisdiction 
there, but the experience of the past eight 
years has justified the confidence of the 
Powers and it may be hoped that the results 
in the case of Siam will be no less 
satisfactory.

CHINA OVERLAND TRAqGE REPORT. 


During the week-end several Europeans 
offered very unedifying spectacles. On the 
21st inst. one, evidently a beachccmber, was 
seen lying on the pavement in front of a godown 
at Wanchai, fast asleep. On Sunday night 
another European chose the street for his couch, 
and thinking hoe was in bed he took out his two 
watches and placed them in the kerb. The 
police are now looking for the owner of the 


watches. 


The second fire in the Colony during the 
week-end took place on Sunday night about 
eleven o'clock in the top floor of the house 43 
Gongh Street. The flames, however, spread to 
the top floor of No. 45, and the superstructure 
of both houses was destroyed before the Fire 
Brigade arrived and extinguished the fire. The 
outbreak was due to a defective flue. The 
inmates were drying firewood and the flames 
caught the flue and set fire to the house. The 
inmates got out of the house in time, but the 
damage to property is estimated at <2,000, most 
of which is believed to be covered by insurance.

THE JAPANESE GOVERNMENT AND

The Japanese Consul on Mar, 23rd received an 
official telegram in the Japanese language on the 
subject of the Pratas Islands reported in the 
Chinese press to have been “seized by Japan.” 
The English version of the telegram as translated 
by Mr. T. Matsuda, who represents in Hong- 
kong the Tokyo Independent newsagency, is 
as follows :— 

The Imperial. Japanese Government has 
hitherto supposed the Pratas Islands to belong 
to no particular country, and had never re- 
cognized it as a part of the Japanese Empire. 
This being the case, if it can be shown that the 
Island belongs to China, the Japanese Govern- 
ment will not hesitate to recognize Chinese sover- 
eignty over the Island. In that case, however, 
due protection by the Chinese Government is 
evidently required for those Japanese who com- 
menced their pursuits there bona-fide, in the belief 
that de facto no Power exercised sovereignty. 
The Imperial Japanese Government has a few 
days ago given the necessary instructions to the 
Minister and Consuls in.China with a view, in

Srz—I beg to inform you that my Com- 
mittee have had before them the copy of a 
widely signed petition of Masters of River and

(1) A light be placed on the outhern end 
of Kapsing Island to act asa leading light 
across the Harbour to Kapsing Moon Pass. 

(2) and that a light be placed either on 
Tong Ku Island or Boulder Point to actas a 
leading light for turning into Brothers 
Channel and also for the West River 
Steamers passing between Tong Ku ond San 
Chau. 

My Committee consulted several of the 
principal shipping firms and from them learn 
that the lights petitioned for would be not only 
useful but are’ actually necessary for safe 
navigation.

FAREWELLS TO MR. JUSTICE WISE: 
CONGRATULATIONS TO MR. 
JUSTICE GOMPERTZ. 


The Puisne Judge (Mr. H. H. J. Gom- 

rtz) on the 19th inst. received congratulations 

m the practising solicitors on taking his seat 
in the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Hastings said that his Lordship would 
allow him on behalf of the solicitors practising 
in the Court to offer his Lordship their sincere 
congratulations on his appointment as Puisne 


’ Judge of the colony. His Lordship’s tenure of 


the acting appointment had demonstrated the 
fact that he possessed a judicial mind, if the 
speaker might say so, and was firm in the 
administration of justice. Hig Lordships prede- 
cessor was & man in a thousand, who was highly 
respected as a judge and beloved by many of 
them as a friend, and they rejoiced that his 
mantle had fallen on the shoulders of Mr. 
Gompertz. The traditions of the Bench were 
high and he was sure that his Lordship would 
worthily uphold them. 

His Lordship, in reply, said he need hardly 
say that he was deeply touched vy the very 
kind remarks which Mr. Hastings had made 
and which were wholly undeserved. He had 
experienced nothing but kindness and assistance 
from the members of the profession and he 
hoped that they would continue to afford him 
that help in {he somewhat difficult tasks that 
sometimes fell upon a judge in this court. He 
appreciated the very kind, though undeserved, 
compliments all the more as he had reason to know 
of the very high standard of the profession. 


An interesting ceremony took place at the 
Supreme Court on Mar. 22 when HisHonour the 
Chief Justice called together members of the 
legal profession to bid farewell to Mr. Justice 
Wise, and to congratulate Mr. Justice Gompertz 
on being appointed his successor. Mr. A. Seth,

The Cuter Justice —Mr. Attorney, I have 
asked you and the members of the Legal Pro- 
fession to meet us here to-day, not to bury 
Caesar but to praise him: not to pronounce a 
funeral oration on a departed friend, but to S8Y 
-afew words of farewell to-day to one of the 
small minority who retires to rest from his 
labours whilst yet enjoying moderately good 
health, and one whose name, we hope, will, for 
many years to come, grace and embellish the 
list called the Pension List. It may seem 
‘presumptuous on my part to speak to the many 
who have known very much longer than I have 
done of the virtues of our friend Wise. But 
in the intimate relations which must exist 
between judges who have to work together, I 
came to know him very well, and I never knew 
one whose name by cLance and whose instinct 
by nature better fitted him for the perform- 
ance of the duties of a Justice of this Court. I 
knew him, as many knew him, as very wise, 
Suitors found him very summary, and indeed, 


. the affectionate name of Summary Wise was 


almost inevitable. We was so summary in his 
methods that he himiself was often astonished to 
find how sound he was. We come here to-day 
as well to welcome the coming as to speed the 
parting Judge, and I think the occasion is fit- 
ting to say a few words I have in my mind with 
regard to the Court inthis Colony, The port 
of Hongkong claims to be the premier port in 
the world, and in like manner I think the Court 
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of Hongkong ought to claim the premier 


position among the Courts in His Majesty's | EDWARD by the Grace of God of the United 


dominions over sea; for here the East kisses the 
West and men of many nationalities flock and 
throng through the wido open door to seo if 
something is not to be made out here; hence 
many disputes involving curiously complicated 
questions of law. ‘Here, indeed, is a very 
hotbed of conflicts of law. Unlike our 
professional brethren elsewhere, who have 
somewhat attenuated theories to deal with, we 
have here to meet them face to face, to deal with 
them practically, in order to maintain jthe 
very high position which this Court ought} to 
maintain. That is the duty and must be {the 
constant endeavour of every Judge who sits upon 
this Bench; and I know from the past that 
in the future every Judge will be ably seconded 
by both branches of the Legal profession. |To 
no one does this duty appear more a pleasure, or 
this endeavour more constant than in our good 
friend Gompertz. It seems to me that he renlly 
revels in unravelling knotty points of law. ell 
fitted and well chosen, he to-day takes his position 
permanently as a Judge of this Court, and I 
know I am right in saying that the Colony most 
cordially welcomes and approves his promo- 
tion. For myself I shall only say this: that I 
have never perhaps heard of an appointment, 
save perhaps one which His Majesty ' was 
pleased to make some four years ago, which has 
given me greater pleasure. 

Sir Henry BERKELEY—May it please you, my 
Lord. The Bar and the entire profession echo 
the sentiments and expressions of regret’ and 
appreciation regarding Mr. Justice Wise 
which have fallen from you, my Lord, the Chief 
Justice. Mr.- Justice Wise, during the long 
tenure of the high office which he held with 
such distinction for many years, discharged the 
important and responsible duties of that, office 
with marked ability. To the last he possessed 
the absolute confidence of all who appeared 
before him, which, added to his kindly nature 
and genial disposition, made him not only 
highly esteemed by the whole profession, 
but caused him to be regarded with feelings 
of affection deep and true. My Lords, we regret 
that the ties which so long bound us to that 
learned, able and conscientious Judge have at 
last been severed. My Lords, the Bar desire to 
offer their congratulation, and the members of 
the legal -profession generally join therein, to 
his Lordship Mr. Justice Gompertz. We 
believe that he will worthily follow in the foot- 
steps: of his distinguished predecessor. We 
desire respectfully to add this assurance: that 


the announcement of the appointment of Mr. | 


Justice Gompertz to fill the high office vacated 
by, Mr. Justice Wise met with the complete 
satisfaction of the entire profession. I speak 
on behalf of the whole bar.

Mr. Dennys—My Lords, I did not expect to 
speak on this occasion as I understand that the 
Attorney-General was speaking not only on 
behalf of the Bar but of all the solicitors. But 
as your Lordship has kindly notified that 1 
may address the Court I shall, as perhaps the 
oldest solicitor present, say that I have khown 
Mr. Justice Wise since his arrival in the Colony. 
He was then olerk to Chief Justice Phillippo. 
Shortly after that he was called to the local bar 
and practised as a barrister. I think I| may 
say I am the only solicitor here who ever|gave 
Mr. Wise a brief as a barrister. I instructed 
him at Canton in 1883. Since then I have 
been before Mr. Justice Wise as Magistrate, 
I was before him when he was Registrar. I 
was working with him to a certain extent while he 
was Attorney-General, and, of course, I was before 
him many, many times in this Court while he pre- 
sided over it as successor to Mr. JusticeSnowden, 
My Lord, we had the greatest respect for Mr. 
Justice Wise as a conscientious lawyer, and 
socially we had a love for him which is very seldom 
felt between members of the profession and the 
president of-the Court.

“Is it really necessary, we wonder, to add 
flogging to imprisonment in punishing Chineso 
criminals? So long jas we can remember, the 
practice in the Hongkong Supreme Court 
has been such, and though occasional pro- 
tests have not been| wanting, the thing has 
gone on without interruption. 
Chief Justice, Sir Francis Piggott, is just © 
the man to put a; stop to the custom if 
he deemed that public morality would be 
served by so doing.| Usage would connt for 
very little in his eyes. Yet he shows no-sign 
of « disposition to abandon the custom. On the 
24th of February his|Honour sentenced no less 
than 7 men to be whipped in addition to long 
terms of imprisonment. It seems to us, and it 
must seem, we think to all who pause to think, - 
that by thus taking up and applying in a British 


Court of law a practi¢e which figures among the - 


recognised abuses of Chinese Courts, either the 
latter are justified or the former is degraded. 
English. criminals are no longer flogged, be-. 
cause it is ‘clearly recognised that such. 
treatment fatally brpaks down a man’s self- 
respect and correspondingly diminishes his 
chances ever again bdcoming a respectable mem- 
ber of society. The penal tribunals thus become 
destructive of morality instead of constructive. 


Does a Chinaman's self-respect belong to a 


category of lighter qualities? Is he such an 
inferior order of bike that his sense of shame 
is not impaired by. eatment which reduces an. 
Englishman to despair? If so, then we have 
no right to preach reform to the Chinese; no 
right to attack themjon the ground that their. 
laws ara bad and their judiciary worse. They 
can nauswer simply, ‘dur laws suit us, and so does 
our method of administering them. You your-

“No day without a deed to crown it,” is the 
motto of the Ministering Children's League, 
and thedeed which crowned on Mar. 23,and which 
will long be remembered by the children of 
Hongkong, was the interesting address given 
by the Countess of Meath, foundress and hon. 
central secretary of the League. 

The express purpose for which this League 
was founded was to teach the children of the 
rich to take an active interest in relieving the 

- necessities of the poor. 

There was a large attendance of ladies and 
children on the tennis court of St. Paul's 
College “ by the hour at which it was 
announced that Her Ladyship was to speak 
to the children. 


Afternoon tea was served, and the prayer 


of the League was offered. 

Her Ladyship then told the children that she 
was pleased to find herself in Hongkong. Notso 
long ago Mrs. May called to see her at home. 
and the Countess little thought then that she 
would have the pleasure of seeing the children 
of Hongkong and kind Mrs. May in the place 
where that lady had been working sohard. She 
should have been here a month earlier. 
but was glad of a delay which had on- 
abled her to call at Japan and Shanghai, 
in both of which places excellent work had 
been jdone by the League. Her Ladyship 
continued in simple language, and with apt 
illustrations, to explain the objects of the 
League. She likened it to a young tree, the 
branches of which had extended north, south, 
east and west until branches had sprung up in 
different parts of Europe, Asia, ‘frica 
America and Australasia. She told of the 
pleasant homes of the League for the 
fnfortunate, and took the opportunity of 


’ thanking the children present very much for 


their subscriptions. A little girl in Japan, said 
her Ladyship, when asked what the League was, 
said it was three and a half miles. She did not 
_wish the children present to think that it 
ministered only three and « half miles. It had 
to minister a great deal further; right round 
‘the big, big world. “Don’t despise little 
deeds,” said Lady Meath. “for you never know 
when a kind one bears fruit.” When in Japan 
her Ladyship was very anxious to get hold of 
the English, French, German, Italian, Amorican 
and any other children the League could lay 
hold of with white faces. She found, however, 
that they were always coming and going to other 
places, and then she thought that it would be a 
great point to start among the Japanese. She 
was cheered to learn thatthere would-be branahes 
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in Japan shortly. Notonly were they going to 
start a branch in Shanghai also, for European 
and American children, but they had some hopes 
that in the course of time Chinese would be 
persuaded to join their beautiful League, and 
help in making the world a little bit better and 
happier. In conclusion, her Ladyship reminded 
those present that when Mrs. May last went home 
forayear the branch of the Ministering Children's 
League here practically disappeared. She trust- 
ed that such would not be the case again, and 
exhorted the children to carry on the charitable 
work, assuring them that their service would he 
blest (applause). 

Interesting pictures of League homes were 
then shown, while light refreshments were 
distributed. 


THE HONGKONG UNIVERSITY 
SCHEME. 


~ 


The N.-C. Daily Newe ina leading ‘article 
giving an outline of the Hongkong University 
scheme, adds :— 

We cannot refrain from comparing this 
scheme with that which Lord William Cecil is 
actively advocating at Peking, namely, to 
establish a University in China to be organized 
under the auspices of Oxford and Cambridge. 
As has already been -pointed out the latter 
is to be of an avowedly Christian character, its 
aim being at once to transplant our higher 
educational system and to propagate the 
Christian point of view. A meeting of 
influential men. held in Peking decided 
that the scheme as contemplated was not 
practical and, as an alternative, they recom. 
mended the establishment of a system of scholar- 
ships similar to those founded by the late Cecil 
Rhodes. The Hongkong scheme is nothing if 
not practical, and certainly has prior claims on 
the support of British Universities and the 
British public. The question of a University 
for Hongkong is not a local one, but one of 
Imperial interest, and the prestige and in- 


fluence of Great Britain will be increased and, 
extended in China and throughout the Far4 


East if the University is established. For 
this reason representations might be made 
to the Home Government and Home 
educationists to assist in raising the required 
sum for the endowment. It is true that the 
project is primarily for the Chinese, and in 
order to secure the support of the Chinese 
community both in Hongkong and South China 
definite and practical steps are being taken. 
But a nation that contributes large sums annu- 
ally to educational work in China, over which 
it has little or no control, should respond in a 
hearty manner to the appeal to support an 
institution in a British colony which, from its 


inception, will be well-governed and of practical: 


utility alike to Chinese and foreign youths who 
are living in the Far East.

to Macao. The railway will take people there 
from the colony in a very little time and, if 
accommodation be |provided, itis’ not unlikely 
that a big gambling centre will develop in the 
comparatively unimportant little city. 

Such schemes are certainly contemplated. 
Whether they be allowed to develop 
cannot, of course, be said. It is not unlikely 
that a condition of| affairs which existed prior 
to the taking over of Kowloon City may be 
repeated. Then launches used to run daily to 
Kowloon city and to other parts of the peninsula, 
but principally to the former place, where fairly 
large gambling houses were allowed to flourish. 
On Saturdays and| Sundays the launches were 
invariably crowded’ by people eager to havea 
“ flutter,” and it became so noticeable that the 
Hongkong authorities made representations to 
the,Chinese authorities to repress these houses.

A GIGANTIC FRAUD. 


CANADIAN CUSTOMS EVADED, 

A very clever frand has just come to light in 
Hongkong as the result of which a consign- 
ment of opium worth about $10,000 has been 
’ replaced by a bogus material which is practically 

worthless. A few days when the steamer 
Gymeric had arrived here from Vancouver Mr. 
Hoggarth and a parfy of excise officers, accom- 
panied by a police constable boarded the 
steamer and took possession of twelve cases, each 
__case containing 105 boxes and each box five 
taels. The chiéf officer said he was glad to get 
rid of it as it was leaking. : 

It appears that the consignment which was 
marked “K.M.H. Macao,” was sent from Hong- 
‘kong to Vancouver some time ago, but it was 
refused #dmission into Canada and was stored 
in a bonded warehouse whence it was to 
be reshipped back to Hongkong. Prior 
to its\ reaching Hongkong it had been 
to Japanese ports and wanila. Naturally 
it was expected the royalty would have been 
paid on the consignment on returning here, 
but the Opiom Farmer learned through an 
informer that the contents were merely a 
decoction of opium. “Examination confirmed 
this, the alleged opium being nothing more than 
treacle and opium water. The genuine opium 
had apparently been taken out of the boxes and | 
found its way into anada-and the concoction } 
put in its place and sent back to Hongkong. 
Where ‘and by whom the fraud was committed 
is not known, but whoever carried it out did so 
very cleverly. Now tho steamboat agents are 
trying to find an owner for the consignment 
but nobody seems to care to claim it. The 
opium authorities will probably ask for its 
forfeiture and destruction. 


PROBABLE REDUCTION OF CHINESE 
‘ IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

A decision of the Philippines Supreme Court 
making certain radical changes in the Chinese 
immivration laws now in force there, has just 
been made public by Acting Collector of Custom | 
McCoy. 

The decison in question lays down the rule 
that no ( hinese is a merchant unless transacting 
business, buying and selling merchandise, in his 
own name and at a fixed place of business, 
The merchant's name must be incorporated 
in the firm name and appear on the license. 
The ruling will have a far-reaching effect 


in reducing the number of Chinese in 
the Islands. Formerly, each member of 
a firm consisting of say, 19. people, 


would have a right to admission of his, say. fire 
children, reared in ( hina, making a total’ of 95 

- husky boys to be employed in the business of 
their progenitors. 

It was a smooth trick to defeat the immigra- 
tion laws, the ‘partnership of 19° in many 
cases being formed for the sole purpose of 
gaining admission to a horde of “boys” who 
swelled the ranks of the coolies after arrival in 
the Philippines. Under the new rule only the 
heads of firms and bona fide members of the 

- same will have the privilege of bringing over 
their minor offspring, partners whose names do 
not appear in the firm name not being recognized 
as merchants, Close scrutiny will be exercised 
by the authorities to determine the n atter of 
bona fide partnership. 

The Supreme Court, in its decision, also holds 
that manufacturers and restaurant keepers are 
Se be considered as merchants, 

@ case now decided by the high tribunal is 
that of Lim Co versus the Collectes of « ustoms. 
Lim Co was arrested in Manila as an unrepis- 
tered labourer and brought before the courts on 
deportation proceedings. He claimed to be a 
merchant, owning @ panciteria and being 
interested in a vermicelli factory and Judge 
Crossfield held the man entitled to remain in 
the Philippines.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


CHINESE AND JAPANESE - 
CHARACTERISTICS. 


A correspondent of the Japan Advertiser, in 
the course of an article headed “Chinese 
Characteristics,” says :—- . 

The Chinese are very quick to learn and 

beat Japanese youths in more than one respect. 
Place them side by side with Japanese of the 
same age and the same class and hear what the 
teachers say. The Chinese have more mental 
capacity and are quicker in drawing con- 
clusions. At present they are following the 
Japanese teachers with the docility of children, 
but this will soon be a thing of the past. 
They will assert themselves with irresistible 
force one of these days. The Japanese 
emerged gloriously from their period of 
tutelage and asserted themselves with con- 
fidence in their ultimate success, and they 
have a reverential memory for their teachers 
to this day. The Chinese are simply walking 
in the Japanese footprints, and they will some 
day turn their backs on their Japanese teachers, 
saying: “Thank you very much for the 
guidance which you have given us, but we 
can take care of ourselves now.” 

The Japan Mail commenting on this says: - 
We have heard the same thing said by other 
observers. Undoubtedly the Chinese student 
is very quick to learn. That fact was recog- 
nised fifty years ago in Hongkong. The 
Japanese also is very quick to learn. Wo 
have heard its said by a foreigner of long 
experience that an average class of Japanese 

ads is mush apter in acquiring mathema- 
tical knowledge than a class of English 
lads. But while willing to do fullest justice 
to the excellent ability of the Chinese stud- 
ent, we are inclined to doubt whether he 
possesses another moral gift in the same degree 
as the Japanese—the gift of earnest determin- 
ation. It was by observing how largely 
the Japanese student is dowered with this 
quality that we ourselves originally acquired 
a firm faith in his future. The sacrifices he 
will make in the cause of acquiring know- 
ledge indicate a character of quite exceptional 
There are at this moment youths 
hawking newspapers in Tokyo in order to 
obtain means for defraying their school fees, 
and there are Japanese youths serving as 
domestic servants in foreigners’ houses for 


the sake of obtiining knowledge of a 
foreign language. ‘Nothing to deter the 


Japanese youth in his pursuit of instruction. - 


Has the Chinese student a similar fund of grim 
determination? He may have. We have not 
had sufficient opportunities for judging to be 
qualified to say “ yes” or “no.” But we have 
never seen the Japanese youth's peer in this 
respect. Suchasetting of the teeth in pursuit of 
learning prepares us to find it accompanied by a 


spirit of enterprise. And it is so accompanied, ; Bullion and forei 


There are at this moment Japanese braving all 
kinds of hardships to develop some special faculty 
or obtain some special information which shall 
serve as a stepping stone to preferment. The 
great majority of them never emerge into 
public observation, but when the rare op- 
portunity comes, they are ready to seize it. 
There is a great deal to be taken into consider- 
ation before all the materials for comparison are 
marshalled.

The Secretary having read the notice con- 
vening the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said: - Gentlemen—I pro- 
pose to take the report and statement of accounts 
as read, AS you are aware we commenced the 
year with a sum of $279,371,34 at debit of profit 
and loss account and this has now been reduced 
to $5,858.24. Our gain on working during the 
period was 8335,516.67 which ix, L consider, 
sufficient to prove that it is still possible for the 
Hongkong Refineries to conduct their business 
at a profit. I must remind you however that 
such profits are toa large extent dependent on 
the cost of supplies of raw sugar, and as in 
order to obtain these supplies it is necessary to 
operate on the Java market months in advance, 
you will readily recognise that it is not 
always possible to correctly gauge the future of 
that market; and that such purchases must 
necessarily be speculative. During the period 
under notice the consumption of sugar in 
the China markets was satisfactory. but from 
the more distant outlets, on which we to a large 
extent depend for the marketing of our higher 
grades, we have found enquiries and prices 
disappointing. Sugar refining in Japan: is 
somewhat under a cloud, and I am unable to 
state what will be the ultimate result of the 
present, difficulty but it is reasonable to assume 

“that fora time at all events we have little to 
fear from this competition in the China markets. 
There are nowa number of mills or refineries 
in Formosa, which appear to have the 
sympathy sud support of Japanese Govern- 
ment, and as it is reported that this support 
is detrimental to the interests of the Japan 
refineries, it will be interesting to watch the 
future action of the Government. So far the 
product of the Formosan Mills has not com- 
peted with our sugars in China. Prospects 
for the immediate future are bright; we have 
secured a proportion of our future requirements 
of raw sugar, at what to-day appear safe prices, 
and under the circumstances your general agents 
and consulting committee recommend with your 
approval, the payment of a dividend of 8 per 
share out of the equalization of dividend fund. 
The accounts I think call for no comment, but 
before proposing their adoption, I shall be 
‘pleased to amswer any question regarding them 
that you may desire to ask. 

There being no questions, the report was 
adopted on the motion of the CHarrMan, 
seconded by Mr. TURNER. 

Mr. DENISON proposed the reappointment of 
Sir Paul Chater, Messrs. E. Shellim, F. Mait- 
land, H. P. White and J. W. C. Bonnar to the 
consulting committee.

I regret that the report is not 
more encouraging, but, as was the case during 
the two previous years, the demand for the 
Refinery's sugars during 1908 was insufficient to 
keep the works going except npon a reduced 
melt und with frequent stoppages, while, owing 
to the competition of other sugars, the prices 


obtained were too low to allow of a satisfactory | 


margin of profit being made. Although the sum 
at debit has been slightly increased, I may remind 
you, as-I did on a previous occasion, that this 
increase would have been greater ifthe works 
had remained silent, the cost of upkeep being: 
between $8,000 and $9,000 per annum while the 
Refinery is closed. As mentioned in the report 
our assets in the Philippines have been taken 
over at par, and it seems desirable that this 
rate should be a permanent one, for although on 
this occasion, the current exchange would have 
enabled us to make a book profit of about 10 
per cent, it is quite possible that in future years 
it would have to be written back. I cannot at 
the moment hold out much hope of improve- 
ment in the situation in the immediate future, 
but as you are aware Tariff revision as between 
the Philippines and the Unites States is much 
in the air, and if the question is taken in hand 
by the United States Government it is possible 
that the value of our property may be enhanced. 
Before moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts I shall be glad to answer any 
questions which shareholders may wish to put 
regarding them. 

No questions were asked and the report was 
adopted on the motion of the CHAIRMAN, 
seconded by Mr. ORMISTON.

SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST A _ 
POSTAL EMPLOYEE. 


Atthe Magistracy on Mar. 25 William Nattall, 
aclerk in the registration department of the 
General Post Office, was charged with having 
fraudulently removed postage stamps from nine 
parcels in the Hongkong Post Office on the 
19th inst. Mr. Bowley prosecuted and Mr 
Goldring appeared for the defence. 

Mr. Bowley outlined thé case for the pro- 
secution. He stated that defendant was a clerk 
in the registration branch of the General Post 
Office where he had been for two or three years. 
It was his duty to receive parcels handed in by 
the public after they have been stamped. He 
had nothing to do with the sale of stamps, which 
are sold by a Chinese shroff who weighs the 
parcels and tells the persons posting .them 
what they have to pay. After the stamps.are 
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|. affixed the parcel is} handed to the counter 
i clerk, who writes out the recoipt ~handed: to- 
‘the person posting| the parcel and also | 
writes the  counterfoil. puts 
.the Post Office chop on the receipt. An- 
other clerk enters ih a journal—a separate 
journal being kept for pach country—particulars © 
of the parcel posted go that a check is kept on 
every parcel. If the mail is being closedatonce .- . 
the parcels are packed in a box and despatched ae 
after having been dhecked. A copy of. the : - 
journal is kept in the office and the other copies 

are forwarded to thejplaces of destination. If 

the mail is not to bejclosed at once the parcels 

are kept in safes, a separate one for each country. ° 

On Friday last a number of mails, including 

the English mail which carries the majority of 
parcels, and the Calcutta mail were being 

closed, while parcels were also bein 

received for the Australian mail which di 

not close until Saturday the 27th inst. Defend. 

ant was on duty on that day from 9 a.m. until | 

he was suspended in the afternoon and during 

that time he was engaged in giving receipts for 

parcels and in entering parcels in proper jour- 

nals. Defendant was in charge of the London 
insured parcels.

ANOTHER IMPERIAL EDICT. 


The N.-C. Daily News of the 17th ins% 
contains the following Imperial Decree received 
by telegraph from Peking :— 

March 15. 


Opium suppression fs a necessary measure to 
the strengthening of Our Empirp as well as the 
mainspring of the development and instruction 
of the people, involving, as it does, questions of 
hygiene, of enriching the people, of developing 

ial profits and of arresting a drain on the 
national wealth. All eyes are turned to this 
subject and much universal sympathy and 
assistance have been exhibited. 


On the question, three steps are closely inter- 
related and dependent, and these are : prohibition 
of smoking and of plantation, and devising of 
means to raise revenue to fill the deficit caused 
in the opium duties. Shonld any one of these 
be inefficiently carried out, the other two will in 
consequence be hampered and success would be 
looked for in vain. 


In recent years though officials addicted to 
the smoking habit have been examined and 
denounced oy repeated occasions by the Anti- 
Opium Commissioners and Viceroys and. Go- 
vernors of the provinces, there still exists a

They will try to obtain the best prescriptions, es- 
tablish Anti-opium institutes and distribute free 
The 
encourage their sense of honour and dope the 
plans and practices of foreign countries sq that 
the people’s vices may be gradually lessened and 
finally eradicated. 

As to the prohibition of plantation, Viceroys 
or Governors, the Governor of the Imperial 
Prefecture of Shuntienfu and Military Gov- 
ernors are commanded to direct. their sub- 
ordinates to carry out the suppression with care 
and thoroughness. They should also cause other 
grains‘to be planted in place of the pernicious 
drug, and they will be rewarded according to 
the degree of success they attain. The Ministry 
of the Interior will supervise these measures 
‘being put in operation. 

- In regard to devising means to fill the deficit 
of duties and likin, the Ministry of Finance is 
desired carefully to consider the question. It

- is undoubtedly, an important point to be dealt 
| with, but it may be disposed of by waighing 
advantages and drawbacks and considering wll 
possible resources. Viceroys and Governors 
who may have valuable suggestions on the 
question are ordered to memorialize the Throne 
for their adoption, so that those carrying out 
the suppression need not hampered by financial 
considerations. Though the Government is in 
straitened ciroumstances, it will neither seek to 
satisfy its hunger nor quench its thirst at the 
expense of this harmful poison, so that it may 
rid its people of this great bane. 
Dividing, in this way, the responisbilities and 
actions, no evasion of burden will be permitted, 
and all concerned are commanded to put forth 
their best energies to aid us in securing 
prosperous rule by taking natural advantages to 
ameliorate the conditions of life among our 
people. After receipt of this Edict each office 
in the capital or proviuces is commanded to 


make a careful report of its plan of operation in’

CAPTAIN TECHNICALLY LIABLE AND FINED 
‘ : 


The evidence given at the Singapore Police 
Court by the chief cook with regard the 
opium found af Singapore on the last” home- 
ward-bound German Mail steamer, Was as 
follows: ~ i 

Mr. Prons, the chief cook, said that he 


received a request to take two boxes at Shanghai, 
It did not come from anyone in connection with 
the ship. It was by letter. and no intimation 
was given as to the contents of the boxes. At 
Singapore he was to send them to Raffles Hotel, 
where they would await the arrival'of the 
person who wrote the letter. The boxes were 
handed to him on board the tender by a 
Chinaman, who brought no letter but men- 
tioned the name of the writer of the letter. 
Witness asked the baggage master to take them 
into the baggage room. After they came back 
from shore in Singapore he saw them again. 

He assisted the baggage master in opening 
them in the baggage room and having ex- 
amined the contents left them there. When he 
received the boxes at Shanghai he jhad no 
suspicion that they contained chandu. {He had 
never seen it before. He -did not even; suspect 
it when he saw the box leaking here. The man 
who sent the letter was a steward on board 
another ship of the N.D.L. witness had met 
in Singapore about eight months ago. He 
merely took the cases to please him because he 
asked him in a friendly way to do so. It was 
usual for officers of the company to have boxes 
forwarded to them in this way on the company's 
steamers. ; i 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carver, witness said 
that he received the letter in a question at 
Hongkong on his way to Shanghai and tore it 
up jimmediately after perusal as was his usual 
custom. It was stamped Singapore. The 
steward was on the Singapore Bangkok run and 
pt went to China. 

e had never told anyone that he had received 
the|letter from the Chinese steward. 

Mr. Perkins then addressed the court, and 
said regarding the employee of the Co. referred 
to that his name was in the possession of the 
police and the Co. had telegraphed instructions 
that he be not allowed. to desert. 


Mr. de Mello, the fourth magistrate, 
decided that the captain was ‘technically 
liable under the ordinance, and that the offence 
‘would be met by a fine of $500, with costs.

aye of every one on board, thereby endangering 
themselves? The answer to both those ques- 
tions seemed to be in the negative. The ordi- 
nance laid down that the presumption against 
the accused in such cases might be rebutted by — 
proof of reasonable precaution. For the purpose 
of such proof, it seems too much to require the 
captain to acquaint his subordinates with the 
revenue and excise laws of every port at which 
they might touch. 

Am I to make request on behalf of the in- 
former? asked Mr. Hawtry-—I leave that to 
the Farmers, replied his Worship. 


MITIGATING CIRCUMSTANCES. 


Nor did it appear to be essential that a search 
of the ship should be carried out at frequent 
intervals in the voyage by the ship’s officers to 
detect illicit opium.
